- half-ſtarved barber, perhaps, for taking 
up too much room; another quotes you 


the Statutes at Large, by the mouth of a 


pert attorney's clerk; a third exhibits a a 


Steward, 
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Steward, in all the beggarly conſequence 
of delegated authority; and a fourth 
diſplays the ridiculous airs of a lady of 
quality, in the character of her imitative | 
wWaiting- woman. 


A Stage Coach is alſo liable to a thou- 
ſand little accidents, which are moſt faith- 
fully recorded for our amuſement. Some- 
times we are turned topſey-turvey into a 
ditch; and here a writer never fails to 
exerciſe his deſcriptive abilities, particular- 
ly upon the female part of the company. 
Sometimes we are ſtopped and robbed in 
a dark narrow paſs; and then, as ſoon as 
the rogues have made off with their 
booty, ſome daring hero in the coach 
. boldly ſwears, that if it had but been 
day-light, he would not have ſuffered 


* 


himſelf to have been robbed, for he al- 
ways travelled with piſtols; while his 


plain-drefſed oppoſite Trend, whoſe hat 
bears 
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bears ſome reſemblance to an umbrella, 
declares in all the primitive ſimplicity 
of ſpeech, that it is better patiently to 
ſuffer the loſs of a few ſhillings, than to 
deſtroy a fellow creature. The Quaker's 
obſervation is ſeconded, perhaps, by the 
Curate at his right hand; who, far from 
inſiſting on the doctrine of non: reſiſtance 
in general, ſenſibly tells us, that there is a 
moral diſproportion between an Honeſt 
man and a Robber ; and that it would be 
folly for the former to oppoſe his life and 
being, on an equal chance, to that of the 
latter, 


But this is not all. What a variety of 
ſcenes, moſt exquiſitely humourous, are 
exhibited at the different ſtages ! drunken 

hoſts, brawling land-ladies, modeft cham- 

| bermaids ;—coachmen ſwearing, oſtlers 
fighting, and paſſengers without money to 
pay their reckonings.— Theſe circum- 
| ſtances 
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ſtances are very entertaining, to be ſure ; 
I ſhall touch very lightly upon them. I 
have a plain tale to tell, (though perhaps, 


as the poet ſays, I may © marr a good tale 


ein the telling” ) and therefore will not em- 
belliſh it by any fictitious rodomantade. I 


will not pretend, like many of my fellow- 


labourers, to ſurmount difficulties inſur 


mountable; neither will I, like a certain 


celebrated Traveller, amuſe my readers 
with the bad accommodations on the road, 
with bullying of landlords and waiters, or 


the caning of poſt-chaiſe boys.

He mentioned in ſtrong terms the ſpirit 


of Hermione; and a certain anceſtor, or 


name-fſake at leaſt of his friend, whom he 


termed the filtea, duped Oxksrzs.

Arcny and Jack hooped and hollow- 
ed all down the town, and Nxp ſtruck up 
a good briſk fong ; while the people all 
ran to their fhop-doors, taking us, ] ſup- 
poſe, for a parcel of madmen. But com- 
ing to a mile-ſtone, Nev interrupted his

Editor in the Critical Review. In this 
glorious and much-envied department, I 


had an opportunity of extolling my own 
productions to the ſkies, and of damning 
thoſe of others, when they happened to be 
upon ſimilar ſubjects: Though, I confeſs, 
that, for my impertinence, I have ſuffer- 
ed myſelf. (and perhaps with a great deal 
of juſtice) to be three times kicked upon 
a very honourable part of the body, twice 
caned out of a coffee-houſe, and once 
public kly to aſk pardon, rather than meet 
the party aggrieved behind Montague- 
houſe. | | 


But, with regard to my buſineſs as a 
Reviewer, I had, in general, a very ſpeedy 
and facile method of diſpatching it. The

firſt thing was to look into the Preface of 
the Book that was under the diſſecting. 
knife, or into The Introduction to the Rea-. 
der (for our modern writers generally 
give us a very copious programma); and 
by this means I could very ſhrewdly - 
- gueſs at the deſign and purpoſe of the 
author. And then, as it was ſometimes 
ſuppoſed neceſſary, (in order to give the 
reader a tolerable idea of the execution of 
the work) that 4 few extracts ſhould be 
produced, 1 generally cloſed the volume; 
and, ſticking a pin between the leaves at 
random, opened it again in that place, and 
tranſcribed a paragraph or two of the mat- 
er. I have, indeed, been often cenſured 
in the public prints, as well as by private 
letters, for the partiality of my extracts; but 
I now appeal to all the world if any method 
could poſſibly be deviſed that would „ 
more — in. 
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UT no human conſtitution would 
have been able to ſuſtain ſuch im- 
menſe labours of the mind, without un- 
ſtringing the bow a little; and, therefore, it 
is unneceſſary to inform the reader, that I 
had my hours of relaxation. My even- 
ings were generally ſpent either among my 
brain-ſpinning brethren, or in the compa- 
ny of my ſincere friends Axch v and Jack 
Brac. We had many ſtrange frolics, 
and whimſical adventures together; but, 
as I preſume it would be ſinking below 
myſelf, were I to diſplay any ſcenes of 
wantonneſs in theſe ſheets, I ſhall paſs 
them all over in profound ſilence. 
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I frequently, alſo, when the weather 
would permit; took a walk to ſome of the 
neighbouring villages. I have drank tea at 
White-conduit Houſe, and at the Long- 
room at Hampſtead ; and I have often 
rejoiced to think that we rivalled Rome 
with a Pantheon, and the celebrated 
groves of Academus with the Shakeſpeare 
Gardens. 


I muſt alſo confeſs, that I have re- 
ceived great pleaſure in contemplating the 
{urprizing taſte of our citizens in the con- 
trivance of their villas. Theſe are ſel- 
dom detached, or ſituated in the mid- 
dle of a green field ; | becauſe the ur- 
banity of the poſſeſſors might be in 
ſome meaſure deſtroyed by the firſt, and 
by the ſecond they might probably wet 
their ſhoes with the morning and evening 
dews. They are generally, therefore, 
with _—_ more * built conti- 
| guous 
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guous to one another, on each ſide of a 
public road, by which means they have 
an agreeable proſpect of every thing that 
paſſes and repaſſes: And who would not 


be ſmothered with duſt now and then, for : 


the ſake of * who and who are 
together? 


With regard to their pleaſure gardens, 
O, they are admirable ! fo neat, ſo ſnug, 
ſo compact! ſo prettily divided into long 
ſlips, in an equal proportion to the width 
of each houſe ! the walks ſo artfully ſtud- 
ded with cockle-ſhells ! and the whole ſo 


compleatly ſurrounded by a high brick- 


wall!!! But one inconvenience how- 
ever, I muſt confels, ſeems to preſent 
itſelf. It is this : That an innocent affair 
of gallantry cannot be carried on, or a 


lady go to ſacrifice at the altar of Cloa- 


cina, without being ſubject to the inſpec-

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tion and obſervation of the whole neigh- 
bourhood, from the chamber-windows. 


I have known ſome few Gentlemen, 
however, who have been ſo ſtupidly coun- 
triſied as to ſtudy proſpects, to bound 
their gardens by a Chineſe paling, an 
ha- ha, or a fiſh-pond plentifully ſupplied 
from the draining of ſtables, and the 
ditches of the adjacent lanes and fields : 
Nay, ſome have carried their ruſticity fo 
far, as, (inſtead of planting their trees, 
fhrubs, and flowers, in right lines) to drop 
them about in a promiſcuous manner, as 
if they had ſprung up fpontaneouſly, and 
as if taſte and art had nothing to do with 
plantations and pleaſure-gardens. | 


To theſe delightful places do our citi- 
zens repair in the ſummer- evenings, to 
ſtrey the briary road of buſineſs with 


flowers, and, - for the ſake of their health, 
| 0 
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to ſleep in the country air. In the morn- 
ing they return, laden with green branches 
and bough-pots, and renew their daily 
toil with redoubled vigour. Every 
, tradeſman, almoſt, is ambitious of one of 
_ theſe retreats ; for it ſounds well in his 

own ears, when he invites a friend or two 
to take a Sunday's dinner with him at 
| bis country-houſe. 


And here I muſt do juſtice to the hoſ- 
pitality of my friend P——r W te, 1 
of Newgate-ſtreet. I have ſpent many an Wh | 
agreeable Sunday with him; though 1 
think he was wont to uſe me a little ſhab- Mi 
bily in one reſpect; for P——r, you muſt 8! 
know, conſtantly mounted his little poney My | 

at his own door, and tittuped through the W 
town to his country-houſe in Roſamond's- kn | 
Row, and conſtantly left me to go on 0 
foot. el 
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We have alſo an inferior order of citi- 
ens, who are extravagantly fond of the 
country, although their finances do not en- 
able them to take a houſe to themſelves: 
But they have an agreeable alternative; 
they may hire a couple of rooms, or more, 
for the whole ſummer-ſeaſon, at Hogſ- 
den, Iſlington, or any of the neighbouring 
villages, where it is no uncommon thing 
do ſee half a dozen families in one houſe.
